An interview was also conducted by 
Department of Justice staff. These questionnaires covered 
all aspects of the ATIP program, both substantive and 
administrative. It is quite-possible that the Committee's 
review will require changes to departmental procedures and 
some further training of staff both at headquarters and in 
the regions.

Highlights 


In 1986/87, 42 new Access requests were received and three were 
carried forward from the previous year, for a total of 45 requests. 


Of the 45 requests, 58 per cent (26) were received from the public, 
15 per cent (seven) from the media, 11 per cent (five) from business, 
9 per cent (four) from academics, and 7 per cent (three) from 
organizations. 


Thirteen dealt with personnel matters, 12 with fishing licence 
information, seven with corporate administrative affairs, five with 
inspection activities, four with scientific endeavours, three with 
smal] craft harbours initiatives and one with international 
relations. 


In addition, 32 informal requests were received including requests 
for consultation from other departments and requests for advice from 
within the department. 


Thirty-seven requests were completed during the reporting period and 
eight were carried forward. Of the completed requests, 21 were 
disclosed entirely; eight were disclosed in part; one was completely 
exempt; one was transferred to another department; one could not be 
processed; one was abandoned; one did not exist; and three were 
treated informally. 


Twenty-four requests (66 per cent) were completed in less than 30 
days, nine requests (25 per cent) between 31 and 60 days, and four 
requests (9 per cent) between 61 and 120 days. 


Seven time extensions were sought; five for consultation, and two for 
third-party notifications. 


Fees collected were $300, and costs to the Department were $42,669. 
The average completed Access request cost the Department 
approximately $1,153. 


One new complaint was filed with the Information Commissioner. 
Another, originally filed in 1984, was carried forward to the new 
reporting year and is near resolution. 


The appeal to the Federal Court noted in the Department's 1985/86 
Report is still outstanding. 


Exemptions cited most frequently involved section 20 (third-party 
information, cited seven times), section 19 (personal information, 
cited five times) and section 21 (advice, etc., cited four times). 
Exclusions were invoked on five occasions. 


The formal-to-informal ratio of Access requests (i.e., those which 
mention or pertain to Access legislation) is approximately 9:7, 
COMnpaGedeconldsSurvedh: SuhatlOsGm orl. 


The Department is establishing the Access to Information Act as an 
important building block in all its information policies by involving 
the Access Coordinator in such related information policy activities 
including implementation of the government information collection 

and the new security policies.

Increase in Number of Requests 


In 1986/87, the numbers of requests increased by 32 per cent from the 
previous reporting period. The increase may be due to a rise in 
public awareness of the Access to Information legislation following 
steady media coverage of the parliamentary review of the Access to 
Information and Privacy Acts. 


Disposition of Completed Requests 


The Department processed the requests cited in categories 5 through 
10 of Section 11 of the Statistical Report in the following manner. 


- One request was transferred to another department which held the 
required records. 


- One request could not be processed as another department had 
specific authority under the Act to respond to the enquiry. 
Therefore, if the information existed, it would not be held by 
Fisheries and Oceans. This was explained in detail to the 
originator who also received a copy of the relevant policy 
affecting the request. 


- One request was “abandoned" by the originator who apparently 
received the desired information from another department, and never 
responded to Fisheries and Oceans' notification of cost estimates. 


- The “does not exist" request was for public opinion polls ona 
departmental program. AS no such polls were conducted, the request 
was deemed to be for information which did not exist. 


~ Three requests were treated informally; the information sought was 
available, published material which included scientific and 
licensing information. 


Fees Waived 


Fees for information were waived six times, in cases where requests 
were treated informally or deemed “unable to process" and where the 
information did not exist or was already in the public domain. 


- 


Response Time 


While some delays in replying to requests were covered by time 
extensions, others in the 31-to-60-day range were not. Seven 
requests were delayed for up to 26 days and did not have an 
accompanying request for an official extension. Every effort will be 
made to reduce these delays in future reporting years. 


Of the requests requiring between 61 and 120 days to complete, only 
half had accompanying requests for extensions. Moreover, 
applications for extensions were for 30 days only and not the full 
time required. Estimates of the time needed to complete some of the 
more complex requests will be more accurate. 


e) Method of Access 


In every case of disclosure, the originator received a copy of the 
completed request as this was more convenient for all parties 
concerned. 


Organization of Access Activities 


The organization of Fisheries and Oceans' Access activities remained 
unchanged from previous reporting periods. One person-year continues to 
be allocated for the administration of the ATIP Secretariat. The 
Director General, Communications serves as the Department's Access to 
Information and Privacy Coordinator and the Director, Library Services 
manages the ATIP Secretariat, which is responsible for research, liaison 
with program officers, training, Register and Index updates, annual 
report preparation, and other related duties. 


Previous annual reports outline the organization and procedures 
established for implementing the ATIP program. 


Formal/Informal Interface 

In 1986/87, the number of informal requests and requests from other 
departments for consultation increased to 32, almost tripling the 
informal requests received during the previous year. 


There is a steady demand for advice on interpretation of the Access 


to Information Act in relation to departmental documents and records and 


a growing awareness of the legislation among Fisheries and Oceans 
employees. 


Institutional Policies 


a) Classification Grievance Review Board Reports 


While the Personnel Management Manual issued by the Public Service 
Commission indicates that the above-mentioned reports must be 
requested under the Access to Information Act (PMM Bulletin 83-11), 
the Department of Fisheries and Oceans has simplified its procedures 
for accessing such reports. After a classification grievance review 
board ruling takes place, the grievor receives an information copy of 
the board's report thus eliminating the need to formally request it 
under the Act.

Departmental Implementation of the Government Information Collection 
PO UTCY 


Fisheries and Oceans sponsors many socio-economic surveys of the 
fishing industry and other departmental clientele. The recent 
Treasury Board policy on collecting government information has 
facilitated a concerted departmental approach to applying order and 
consistency to this activity. The Access/Privacy Coordinator is a 
member of the committee implementing this policy in the Department 
and thereby can ensure that the collection and use of personal 
information conforms with the Code of Fair Information Practices 
outlined in the Privacy Act. 


Under the implementation guidelines of the Government Information 
Collection Policy, an inventory of major surveys is being conducted. 
Some of these findings will identify where personal information is 
being collected and for what purpose. This data will be used to 
create additional personal information banks for future editions of 
the Privacy_Index.. sAilso;.itywilleprovidesan-accuratespicture: of the 
extent of personal information under the Department's control.

security Policy of the Government of Canada 


The implementation of this 1986 policy in the Department of Fisheries 
and Oceans has required a multidisciplinary approach and the active 
involvement of the Access/Privacy Coordinator. 


The ATIP perspective has been useful in preparing the subject 
guide for use in the security classification of documents, and in 
reviewing and monitoring procedures for reliability checks and 
security clearances of federal employees. 


ATIP assistance has also been given in reviewing security manuals and 
other related documentation. 


Investigations/Appeals 


a) 


Complaints to the Information Commissioner 


One new complaint lodged with the Information Commissioner involved 
inconsistencies among departments in exempting portions of call-ups 
for temporary help services. 


One previous complaint, originally filed in 1984 and carried forward 
Since then, has again been brought forward to the 1987/88 reporting 


year. 


b) Federal Court 


The motion before the Federal Court regarding a complaint about 
refusal to release permits granting access the seal hunt has been 
brought forward to the next reporting year. In this case, the 
Information Commissioner is filing a motion against the Department 
over the interpretation of section 3(1) of the Privacy Act, which 
refers to a “discretionary benefit of a financial nature". 


Other Remarks 


It is anticipated that revision of the Acts will require an extensive 
training program within the Department. In addition, the report of the 
Standing Committee on Justice and Solicitor General proposes increased 
participation of Access Coordinators in such activities as data matching 
and the review of the use of Social Insurance Numbers. The Department of 
Fisheries and Oceans' challenge will be to adopt and integrate new 
government information policies into its management framework as 
effectively as it carries out its scientific and operational mandates.

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Highlights 


In 1987/88, the Department received the most requests since the Act 
came into force in 1983: 56 new Access requests were received and 7 
were carried forward from the previous year, for a total of 63 
requests. 


Of the 63 requests, 49 per cent (31) were received from the public, 
19 per cent (12) from organizations, 18 per cent (11) from business, 
11 per cent (7) from the media, and 3 per cent (2) from academics. 


Seventeen dealt with fishing licence/vessel information; 9 dealt with 


personnel matters; 8 with corporate-administrative affairs; 7 with 
Sialiweyatc narbour- initiatives, 7 with statlstircar imrormacron:.5 
WIth INSpect ion dClivities; 5S with scientific matters, 3. with fish 
habitat issues and 2 with international relations. 


In addition, 35 informal requests were received including requests 
for consultation from other departments and requests for advice from 
within the department. 


Fifty requests were completed during the reporting period and 13 were 
carried forward. Of the completed requests, 22 were disclosed 
entirely; 19 were disclosed in part; three were abandoned; three were 
treated informally; one could not be processed; one was transferred 
to another department; and in one case, the information did not 
exists 


Thirty-one requests (62 per cent) were completed in less than 30 
days; 7 requests (14 per cent) between 31 and 60 days; 6 requests (12 
per cent) between 61 and 120 days; and 6 requests (12 per cent) in 
121 days and over. 


Nineteen time extensions were sought; 17 for consultation, 4 for 
third-party notifications; and 2 for searching. 


Costs to the Department were $58,163. The average completed Access 
request cost the Department approximately $1,163. 


Four new complaints were filed with the Information Commissioner. Of 
the new complaints received, one was completed during the reporting 
period, in favour of the requestor, with the remaining 3 carried 
forward.

In 1987/88, the number of requests increased by 20 per cent over the 
previous reporting period (i.e. 56 new requests received compared 
with 45 in previous period), due possibly to heightened public 
awareness of the legislation. 


The period of January-March 1988 was the busiest quarter in the 


Department's relatively brief "Access" history: 16 new requests were 
received. 


Disposition of eCompletedtRequests (Section Il, Statistical Report) 


The Department processed the requests cited in Section 5 - 10 of 
Section II of the Statistical Report in the following manner. 


- Three requests were abandoned by applicants as the information was 
either no longer required or the information was received from 
another department (Questions 21, 22 and 41 in Appendix B). 


- Three requests were treated informally as the information was 
already in the public domain (Questions 3, 11 and 31 in 
Appendix B). 


- One request was transferred to another department which had the 
contract documents in question (see Question 28 in Appendix B). 


- One request could not be processed as the information requested was 
not held in departmental files. The applicant was informed of the 
nature and extent of the files in question (roughly 72,000 
commercial fisheries licence application files [see Question 53 in 
Appendix B]).

he Organization of Access Activities 


During the reporting year, the Department of Fisheries and Oceans 
allocated an additional person-year to the ATIP function, in recognition 
of the importance and growing demands and dimensions of the program. 

This position, which commences April 1, 1988, will enhance the timeliness 
of the program and permit more broadly-based policy issues to be pursued 
(e.g. fee waiver policy and better integration with other information 
activities). 


To strengthen the Department's capacity to respond to Access 
requirements and streamline mechanisms for the Access requestors, the 
Director of Library Services (who previously managed the Secretariat for 
the Coordinator) was formally designated the Department's Access to 
Information and Privacy Coordinator.

6. Institutional Policies 


The Department of Fisheries and Oceans is a significant information 
producer and provider, and therefore is challenged by the Access to 
Information Act to develop a serious policy framework for its 
institutional information holdings. This section describes initiatives 
underway within the Department in support of Access requirements. 


a) Data Administration Policies 


The primary impetus for the formalization of data administration 
policies is the realization that data/information is a valuable 


departmental resource to be managed as wisely as its staff and dollar 
resources.

Draft policies on data responsibility, standardization, security/ 
protection and archiving have been prepared and are being reviewed by 
the appropriate sectors. 


Principle objectives of these policies are: 
- to ensure that the Department can account for the information 


content of its data holding and be able to retrieve the data in a 
timely fashion; 


- to ensure that data are available on an ongoing basis to all 


potential users; 
- to facilitate user access to data; 


- to ensure, to the extent possible, the quality, accuracy and 
usefulness of data holdings; and

Security Policy and Related Activities 


The "Departmental Guide to Classified and Protected Information" was 
completed in accordance with the 1986 security policy. The Access 
Coordinator worked closely with the Security Officer on all phases of 
the production of this document. Draft chapters of the new Security 
Manual have been reviewed and a Departmental Directive on 
Declassification of Documents is in preparation. Such a directive is 
important to facilitate wider access to documents no longer requiring 
Classification or Procection. 


Departmental Personnel Manual 


The Departmental Personnel Manual is nearing completion. Chapters 

Currently under revision refer to Access to Information and position 
description documentation. Such a manual will clarify for employees 
the correct procedures for requesting and releasing these documents. 


Update of Access Register - Departmental Portion 


Recently, the Department of Fisheries and Oceans had undergone 
Significant organizational change. In an effort to reflect these 
changes accurately in the Access Register, the section describing the 
Department was completely revised, using as its basis the clear and 
authoritative program descriptions in Part III of the Estimates. 


Fishermen's Addresses - Personal Information 


The issue of whether the home address of those granted a 
discretionary benefit of a financial nature (i.e. a commercial 
fishing licence) constitutes personal information has received wide 
attention both within DFO and other regulatory institutions. Initial 


opinion was that these addresses should be released. However, across 
government the position has gradually evolved in favour of protecting 
the privacy of licence holders. 


The addresses of fishermen are considered to be personal information 
and will not be released (unless other sections of the Access to 


Information or Privacy Acts apply). 


This information will therefore no longer be published in the 


Atlantic Fishing Licence Directory nor released pursuant to formal or 
informal requests under the Access to Information Act.

Complaints to the Information Commissioner 


Four new complaints were lodged with the Information Commissioner: 
of these, three dealt with delays in receiving records, and one 
sought verification that exempted records were properly withheld. 


One of these investigations was completed during the reporting year 
and was considered "well-founded", by the Commissioner. That is, the 
Department had erred in not releasing some or all records within the 
legal time limits. 


Three complaints were carried forward into the new reporting period. 


The complaint brought forward to the 1987/88 reporting year has since 
been resolved in Federal Court (see Section 7 [b]) and is now 
completed.
